Immhno plant, from tho spoclci which 
Is -woven Into mats to the tall bamboo 
tree which tho Chinaman uses for tho 
mast nt his large boat.

IB cultivated ns a vegetable, and tho 
young shoots eaten like asparagus, or 
they may bo salted,' pickled or pre- 
served. 


Tho rapidity of growth of the ham- 


hoo Is perhaps Its most wonderful 
characteristic. There aro actual rec- 
ords of a bamboo growing.three feet 
In a single'day, or at the rato of one 
and a half Inches an hour. 


Varieties of-bamboo nro found ev 


crywboro In Japan, even where there 
are heavy falls of *now <ln winter 
It ,1s a popular misconception tlm 
bamboos grow only In' tho troplco 
Japan Is a land of bamboos, and-ye 
whero thcso plants grow It Is not so 
warm In winter, as It Is In California, 
Some of these varieties could bo grow: 
commercially In the United States.—

flent I.lncoIn'H and to release by forro 
1he .Federal prisoners -'nt Itlchmoiid. 
Kllpatrlck rale out'from the cainpn of 
the Army'of the 1'otomac on tht; llapl- 
Odn the 28th of February.' believing 
that he bad n clear course to Itlchmoiid, 
sixty miles away. The' real defenders 
of ,Itlchmoiid, the Army of Northern 
Virginia, also lay, along- tin? Itapldan, 
and. by n clever maneuver the' cavalry 
of that army was thrown off the trail, 
nnd tho raiders were coon galloping on 
the highroad to Itlchmoiid.

After swinging clear of the Confed- 


erate flanks, which ho passed on his 
rlde.'Kllpatrick divided his column and 
sent Dnhlgren ahead to make n wide 
circuit ncrosM the James river and come 
in on the rear of Illclimoml, while he 
himself led the attack on the. east 
front of the city direct. Although the 
raiders had got clear-of the lines on the

Hnpldrin*without detection by the Con- 
federates, the movements were noon 
discovered. Wade Hampton's cavalry 
division- -was Htrnng out along the 
roads leading from Lee's ramps on the 
Rapldon to Itlchmond, and one of his 
brigade.commanders.

T. Johnson, telegraphed newt of the

March 1, near tho city with- 
out hearing the Hound of Dahlgrcn's 
guns In the rear beyond the .lames riv- 
er he retired u few miles. Intending, to 
renew the attack on the next morning. 
That night his own camp was attacked 
by Ilradley Johnson and his troopers, 
with others of Hampton's squadrons, 
and he was driven from the position 
after n plucky battle. Nest morning 
be set out with his full force on a re- 
treat down tho peninsula.

moved from the Held the heaviest part 
of the raiding column and left Uahl- 
gren surrounded by enemies.

The work cut out for Colonel Dnul- 


gren In the raiding attack on Rich- 
mond was carried forward as far as It 
depended upon the daring of leader 
and men. The little detachment was 
composed of brave- troopers, unions 
them flve companies of the Klrst Maine 
cavalry, n most gallant hand V>f horse- 
back lighters. The raiders crossed tho 
North Anna and South Anna rivers, 
cut the railroad to Hlchmoiul In tin; 
rear of !.«•<• and. dashing on to .lames 
river, destroyed n long section of tbo 
canal. 


A negro guide who had been securod 


1o lead the way to a ford over James 
river failed to keep his promise, anil, 
although within live miles of Hick- 
inond. the party could do nothing, as 
It wan not In communication with Kll- 
patrlck. The night of March I. when 
the force under Kllpatrlek was light- 
Ing with Johnson.- tin- two bands of 
raiders wero only twelve miles apart. 
Under cover nf night I>ahlgivn si?i 
out to retreat and was on the innrcli 
when Kllpatrlck was fighting Johnson. 
Ilahlgren divided his force.nnd him- 
»c!f look tlic lead with hnlf bis men.

Pioneers will go along 
with combustible material." General 
Lee sent photographic copies of the pa- 
pers to General Monde, his opponent on 
the 'Itapldan line,' asking If the acts 
named In them had been authorized by 
the Federal authorities. The reply was 
that neither the Federal government 
nor the army commander nor General 
Kllpatrlck had "authorized, punctlnncd 
or approved the burning of the city of 
Richmond and the killing of Mr. DavlB 
and his cabinet nor any act not re- 
quired by^ military necessity.and In ac- 
cordance wlth'tlie usages of war." ' 


And tho fiendish proposal laid bare In 


Dnhlgren's papers was matched on tho 
Confederate side.1 according to thtrevl- 
denee of "A Rebel War Clerk's niory." 
Under date of March 1!, 1SIU, the diary 
reads: "Last night, when It was sup- 
posed that the prisoners of war at Lib- 
by might attempt to break out. General 
Winder, commander of tho war prisons, 
ordered that a large amount of powder 
be placed under the building with In- 
structions to blow them up If the at- 
tempt were made. Seddon. secretary of 
war, would not give an order for tho 
work to be done, but lie said slgniS- 
cnntly, 'The prisoners must not be al- 
lowed to escape under any circum- 
stances,' which was considered sanc- 
tion enough. Captain 
obtained nn 


order for and procured several hundred 
pound* of gunpowder, which 
was 


plated In readiness.". 


The chief victim of Kllpatrlck's raid 


to Richmond was the son of Admiral 
John A. Dulilgren. Ho had served with 
gallantry and distinction as an artiller- 
ist and staff olllcer. During the retreat 
of Lee from (icltyshtirg he rode at the 
head of n hundred sabers In pursuit (if 
Job Stuart's troopers. In a brush with 
Stuart at IlagerHtown he lost a leg and 
used crutches on the Rlchmoiul raid, 
which he Jolnei] as u volunteer.

by troops of General Hanks' expedi- 
tion. 
While Uie ships of the Federal 


navy-were picking their way cautious- 
ly up the river channel among torpe- 
does ami other.sunken obstructions the 
land force marched around to the rear 
of the fort and. getting within cnnnon 
shot,; opened bombardment. 
Fort De 


Ku.ixy .offered n stubborn obstacle to 
the concentration of Hanks' iirmy at 
Alexandria, n point twenty miles tip 
the river. 


The column which attacked Ho Hus- 


sy consisted of two divisions of Infan- 
try detached from his command on 
the Mississippi.by General Sherman to 
aid llaiikH on Ited river. General A. .1. 
iLlmlth was. the leader of the column, 
nnd General T. Kllby Smith and Gen- 
eral A. J. Moxvor'couimnudcd the divi- 
sions. 
Leaving-Vlcksburg on March 


10. Smith joined the gunboat fleet of 
Admiral D. D. Porter ut the mouth of 
Hed river-next dny. .the combined 
force iM-lng under Imperative orders to 
bf nt Alexnndrln on the 17th. There 
wa» no time to be lot*t, for the waters 
were at high flood. Porter was un en-, 
thimlustlc believer In the movement 
up Hed river, nnd the expedition net 
out on the 12tli. with the land troops 
and the navy In hearty accord. At the 
mouth of the Atchnfahiyn, Porter turn- 
«1 off from :tlie column with nine gun- 
iKiats to clear out any force In the ad- 
joining waters, leaving Commander 
I'helps in charge of the gunboats which 
were td"convoy Smith's army trans- 
ports upffo Fort De Hussy. 


Nino mill's below Fort De Hussy, 


rbelps found the river blocked by n 
formidable raft, and' the troops were 
put ashore to make their way overland 
to the Confederate stronghold. I'helps 
intended to sail up in front of the fort 
and engage tho attention of Its defend- 
ers until the army could Inclose it on 
the hind side. This plan was defeated 
by obstructions the Confederates had 
placed In tho channel below the fort In 
anticipation of the emergency nt hand. 


Smith's force landed on tin; morning 


of the 13th and ut nlghtfojl took up the 
march for the fort, distant on the route 
traveled nlxitit , twenty-five to thirty 
miles. Mower's division led off nnd Im- 
mediately run into the Court-derate bri- 
gade of Colonel Scurry Intrenched on 
Yellow bayou. This force was quickly 
brushed aside, nnd by n forced march I 
Mower drew his lines up In front of 
Fort-De Hussy the afternoon of the 
Htb, There remained three days'In 
which to take n fort, scatter the enemy 
nnd march to Alexandria, but Mower 
took no chances and, with his wearied 
troops, rushed to the attack. The posi- 
tion known ns Fort DC Hussy consisted 
of two earthworks eonnectpj by u cov- 
ered way for thii shelter of troops. It 
mounted eight siege guns nnd two field- 
pieces and was garrisoned by 300 men. 


A strip of woods screened the storm- 


ing column forim-d by Mower. consist- 
Ing of the brigades of Lynch nnd Shaw, 
but an open space of 100 yards lay be- 


. twecn tho woods and the enemy's par- 


npnt Tho bombardment of the heavy 
•works by flcldpleces proved useless, 
and. ns the navy was not up to lend 
the aid of Its 100 pound Parrotts, Mow- 
er decided to end It before the sound of 
the guns should summon Confederate 
re-enforcenicnts In from the rear. Gen- 
eral Lynch led out the Fifty-eighth Illi- 
nois and Eighty-ninth Indiana nnd Gen- 


• eral Shaw the lowans of the Four- 


teenth. Twenty-seventh nnd Thirty-sec- 
ond regiments. 


Tho I infant the column, preceded by 


General Mower, emerged 
from 
the 


woodR"Hie Confederate guns opened 
with shell nnd shrapnel. 
The fierce 


outburst wus answered by n blast from 
the battle trumpet. Hounding the double 
ijulck charge. When In full headway 
the troops broke into n wild clu-er and 
nmrched straight on over the parapet 
and Into the works at tha first rush. 
General Mower's horse leaping the 
ditch nnd rampart with his firm seated 
rider ahead of the most Impetuous of 
the soldiers. 


The capture of tho fort was In nlcls 


of rime to save n tedious battle, for the 
next day the place was surrounded by 
General DIck^Tnylor's Confederate cav- 
nlry. 
Mower's trophies were "5 oil!- 


cers. IHK! men nnd 10 guns, two of 
which were nine Inch Dahlcren* orig- 
inally captured by the Confederates 
from 
the Federal 
stennm-r Harriet 


Lane of Fort Sumlcr fame and the 
Ironclad Indlunola. Mower's loss was 
but thirty-eight In all. 


The gunboat Kastport. after long de- 


lay nt 'the raft below Fort de Hussy, 
hurst through the obstruction 
and 


came up Just In time to fire n single 
100 pound shell before the Confeder- 
ates mn up the white flag In token of 
surrender. 


As soon as Porter recelveil lie.ws of 


the fall of Fort de Hussy he started 
for Alexandria with his fastest ships 
and arrived off the town on the l.'th 
of March and saw the last of till.- flee- 
ing Confederate Imuts moving on up 
Kcd river. A. .1. Smith's land column 
reached Alexandria also ahead of the 
appointed time, lint a column which 
Hanks bad ordered to march across 
country from Little Hock. Ark., under 
the leadership of General Steele. and 
another hind column which Hanks In 
person wus to march to Alexandria by 
the Teche route, were not at the ren- 
dezvous. 


The object of this grand gathering of 


troops nnd wnrshlpi at Alexandria the 
middle of March wus an expedition of 


Southern Rice Lands. 


Land around the bayous of Ixmlsl- 


nnn and Texas, which until 1895 was 
classed as worthless, now yields $i5,- 
000,000 worth of rlcu. 


tin; combined forces to Shreveport, 100 
miles farther up Hetl river, the pass 
from Louisiana Into Texas. It was ex- 
pected , that the Confederates would 
draw their scattered forces from west- 
ern Louisiana and make a stand for tho 
defense of Shreveport. The presence 
and active co-operation of.tho navy were 
necessary to keep the lied river open 
back from the army front to Its mouth 
ns n line of supply, for there was a 
scarcity of forage In the Hed river coun- 
try. 
The high water which usually 


swells the river In early spring was de- 
pended upon to nld the passage of the 
gunboats and transports over the fulls 
nt Alexandria. 
- i * 


The Confederates were the best of 


scouts, even though too weak at a'glven 
point to fight. 
They shadowed tha 


march of Smith's column from the cap- 
tured fort to Alexandria and promptly 
planted u line of cavalry, with a but- 
tery of eleven Held guns, across the road 
leading to Shreveport, about twenty 
miles north of the town. This position 
Mower surprised at night during-a 
heavy storm of rntn-nnd hall, capturing 
thi> Second Louisiana regiment entire- 
nnd t]jo four guns of the buttery.• This 
blow deprived General Taylor of the 
chief body of cavalry upon which he 
depended for scouting, nnd he retired 
thirty miles up the river. 


Unfortunately'for Banks' enterprise, 


the current of the Hed river Is very 
treacherous at best and In the spring 
of 180-1. was at Its worst. The rise of 
the waters was exceedingly slow, and 
at the highest the gunboats were un- 
able to puss over the rapids without 
help. 
Commander I'helps' ship, the 


Kastport, had to be hauled off the rocks 
by main force after she had been' 
stranded three days, and It took an en- 
tire brigade of Infantry to move her. 
She was the heaviest of the licet am] 
file best fighter, and Porter cent her 
nhead In order not to expose his lighter 
ships to capture should they he attack- 
ed after passing the falls with the 
Kastport out of reach. 


The next boat to pass the rapids aft- 


er the Eastport was a hospital steamer, 
which was wrecked on the- rocks. Fi- 
nally twelve gunboats and thirty trans- 
ports had crossed, but their return later 
after stirring adventures up the river 
was a still more dllllcult matter, 'the 
waters having fallen considerably, and 
tho force was on the retreat 


While Porter's ships were struggling 


with the Alexandria rapid* Bunks 
man-lied out with his land troops on 
the Shreveport road, being forced to a 
rapid .movement by a time limit sud- 
denly placed on his expedition. A new 
hand had taken the helm of military

affatrfl In the days when P.anks nnd 
Smith and Steele were marching to the 
reiulexvoim on H«il river.

iiad been lent to Banks for thirty days 
were needed for Sherman's campaign 
In Georgia, and Banks was down on 
the new programme for a speedy n'd- 
vanee on Mobile. 


Banks found himself nt Alexandria 


with an army of about ."O.IKHI lighting 
men and 100 guns. Steele had not 
reached Hed river at all. but was light- 
ing bis way slowly In that direction. 
The task before Banks was a serious 
.tin1—to inarch Imndmls of miles across 
a country for the most part desert, to 
light for right of way and hold the re- 
gion traversed by sheer force and to se- 
cure In Texas among people, bitterly 
hostile n permanent foothold. Success: 
at all points was necessary In order to 
insure any success whatever. And yet 
for this task the new order of things 
allowed but thirty days from the time 
the soldiers marched out of Alexandria. 
.Meanwhile 
the 
Confederates 
were 


semiring the country In advance of the 
Federals, picking up the little forage 
remaining; they n-ere gathering their 
forces to light Banks and were already 
holding up the.march of Steele's north- 
ern column.

Justmcnt and fitting of the Name, for 
frequently a good horse has his dlspo- 
Nltlon spoiled by not being comfortably 
harnessed for his work. A back strap 
too short has caused numberless kick- 
ing aifldents and runaway*, \vblle a 
bit Improperly placed up In a horse's 
mouth will eventually teach him to 
'pull,' ete. There are ,liuiny details 
that should be mastered before one 
nciiulres the ability to avoid trouble 
and escape unassisted In case of emer- 
gency. 


"Being satisfied that your horse* arc 


put to the vehicle with proper coiiHld-

oration an to length of traces, proper 
coupling of. the reliin.' hitting, etc.. the 
driver's position Is ntyii a matter of 
consideration. Above nil thing*, avoid 
affectation in driving. 
Be natural, 


comfortable. Assume the virtue. If you 
have It not—sit squarely 'on the cush- 
ion, your feet together utid at a reason- 
able distance out on the footboard. 


"We fro<iuently:Heo a good driver In 


other respects assuming positions that 
would lead one to-suppose the horses 
were about to. run away or It was 
physically Impossible fur him to take 
a rational attitude. Such a pose at- 
tended with the uftii3s on'n line, with 
shoulders and hc'Hd held out on one 
side, does not make'the hormts go a bit 
higher or faster,-'but merely amuses 
one with the least'ldcti of 'good form.' 


"Always take your reins In hand be- 


fore mounting. Once seated, with the 
HUPS properly adjusted In the loft or 
driving hand, bring them around In 
front of the center of your body, with 
the knuckles of your hand at the front 
and your forearm at right angles with 
the upper arm. The right hand Is cus- 
todian of the whip nnd Is for that pur- 
pose only, excepting when culled on to 
nsslst or strengthen the driving hand. 
The whip should be held Just below the 
collar or band, which Is about ten 
Inches above the ferrule, nnd when In 
use unnecessary flourishing In to be 
avoided except when signaling those 
behind you. 


"Do not contract the habit of speak- 


ing or 'c'luckfiig' to your horses, for 
your fellow driver may have a nervous 
horse that is not used to It and easily 
upset. The name applies to snapping 
the whip. A slight touch with the lash, 
preferably on the shoulder, will gener- 
ally answer the purpose In making 
your horse attend to his business un- 
less he becomes fractious or unruly, 
when one 'roef la usually sufllclcnt."
